Mr. Yamell gave a short 
presentation as to why he would recommend against the push-pit operation citing 
that it may soon be in violation of OSHA Standard, it is difficult to clean, and 
can be the source of heavy odors if garbage is used. It was Mr. Yarnell's 
recommendation that either a very heavy-duty push-pit operation or reinforced 
concrete pit be used or that a different operation be used whereby townspeople 
would merely drive up and drop their garbage on a platform and a town employee 
would pick it up with a small bobcat type piece of equipment and drop it into a 
harbor.

Board of Selectmen met with Mr. Roland Sherman, Worcester Area Chamber 
of Commerce with regard to Industrial Development Finance Authorities. 
Also present were: Charles Aspesi, Ronald Edgren from the Industrial 
Development Commission; Mrs. L. Louise Barber, Chairwoman of the Advisory 
Committee; and Donald Dillman, Planning Board. Mr. Sherman, in giving a 
presentation on IDFA, noted that it requires Town Meeting authority to 
create such an Authority and that in his terms it was a "paper tiger”, 
was able to issue revenue bonds which were not included in the debt 
limit of the town and had no affect whatsoever on the credit of the 

town but which would be offered at 2%-4% below prime and which would 

be tax exempt and, therefore, obviously would be preferable to most 
industries to the normal commercial bonding rate. He went on further 

to say that IDFA is a tool and it is only useful if it is wanted, 

needed and cultivated. The Board of Selectmen expressed appreciation 
for Mr. Sherman to come before the Board and give an introduction in 
regard to this matter. The Selectmen noted that they would hold a 
meeting between the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Industrial 
Development Commission and Advisory Committee in regard to this proposal 
and the proposal that a Warrant Article be drafted for the 1975 Annual 
Town Meeting. 


Town Counsel William F. Brewin arrived at this time. 


VOTED: to go into Executive Session with Mrs. George Coleman, the school 
nurse. Also present was Administrative Assistant Lundblad and 
Town Counsel Brewin. 


Board of Selectmen met with the Town Hall Renovation Committee. Present 
were Chairwoman Judith Swartwood, Betty Davis, George Pearse, Andrew Cross 
Edward Lambert and Mary Jane Martinson (rep. of the Adv. Committee). 
First, Mrs. Swartwood requested that the Selectmen allow the Town Counsel 
to work with Charles B. Swartwood III in appealing the decision against 
the town in regard to variances of the architectural barrier's law of the 


Comm. of Mass. Selectmen agreed to take this under advisement realizing 


that they have only until January 17, 1975 to appeal the decision of 

the Architectural Barriers Board. Secondly, Mrs. Swartwood presented a 
Warrant Article without any specific sum of money attached to it for the 
Annual 1975 Town Meeting. Third, she informed the Selectmen that she is 
seeking outside funding by the Bicentennial Commission and other sources 
for the Town Hall renovation. Fourth, Mrs. Swartwood presented a letter 
to the Board of Selectmen from the A & H Browning, the architects 

for the Town Hall renovation. The subject of the letter concerned 
additional funding for the Brownings services should the total contract 
not be approved by the Town of Southborough. The specific request was for 
a Warrant Article to be brought before the Town Meeting in the event that 
the entire project did not pass Town Meeting approval. Selectmen requested 
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the Town Counsel review the contract with the Browings to determine 
Whether or not this could be done. 


10:00 p.m.The Board of Selectmen met with the Personnel Board. Members present 
were Joseph Prior (Chairman), Edward Blood and Eleanor MacLauchlan, 
Clerk to the Personnel Board. The first issue discussed was a ruling 
by the Town Counsel in regard to the determination of vacations and 
sick time in relation to the 18-month budget and a new fiscal year 
setup. The Personnel Board admitted that there was some sort of a 
problem in some departments but in their mind there was no difficulty 
whatsoever and that the Town Counsel's ruling dated June 24, 1974 
had straightened out any and all difficulty. 


Secondly, the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen informed the Personnel 
Board that the town was in full compliance with the amendments of 

1974 of the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 requiring the posting of 
work periods for Fire and Police Departments. 


Third, the Yelectmen requested a decision by the Personnel Board in 
relation to the newly enacted State-wide legal holiday January 15th 

of each year - Martin Luther King Day. The decision of the Personnel 
Board was that this would be a nonpaying holiday, that all offices 
would be open and this issue would be resolved at the next Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Fourth, the Chairman raised the issue of record keeping and requested 
the opinion of the *ersonnel Board in regard to the amendments of 1974 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938. Chairman Prior requested an 
additional thirty days to review the Act and get back to the Board of 
Selectmen. Chairman Prior then instructed the Board of Pelectmen that 
with volunteer consultants from the Town assisting the Personnel 
Board there would be a full updating of the Salary Administration Plan 
with an eye to the Annual Town Meeting of 1976. Mr. Prior further 
instructed the Selectmen that all department heads would be receiving 
notification of this study and Mr. Prior requested the full cooperation 
of the Office of the Board of Selectmen. This was assured to him by 
Chairman Bartolini. 


Letter is to go to DPW, Boston c/o Larason T. Perkins, Traffic Engineer, asking if 
he would kindly call the Administrative Assistant in order to set a suitable date, 
time and place for a meeting with him and town officials in regard to various 
sections of the 1973 Highway Act for Traffic Safety Improvement Projects. 


Memo is to go to Building Inspector Edgar Phaneuf asking him to keep the Board of 
Selectmen apprised as to any action by persons who have received copies of letters 
regarding the structural soundness and safety of buildings owned by them in 
Southborough. 


Letter is to go to Russell B. Millholland (of the Advisory Committee) informing 
him that Southborough has received $22,298 from Chapter 825 of the Acts of 1974 
for highway purposes. Revenue Sharing Funds balance at present is $4,064.92 

The vast majority of funds has been appropriated for the Refuse Transfer Station. 
It is estimated that Southborough will receive approximately $75,000-$80 , 000 
during Fiscal 1976. 
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VOTED: to sign application for a certificate of incorporation concerning the 
Greater Marlboro Women's Health Service, Inc. as approved by the Police 
Chief.

In the lower Town Hall the Board of Selecrmen met with Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
es McDonough (12 Ted Lane), Mr. and Mrs. Ennio Ferretti (10 Ted Lane), 
Mr. and Mrs. Nelson Goldin (14 Ted Lane), Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Manchak 
Bichon (9 Ted Lane), Mr and Mrs. Paul Renfrew (24 Ted Lane), and Mr. and Mrs. 
: “James Hutchinson (1 Brookside Road). Also present were sixteen citizens, 
Dog Officer Charles F. Hamel, Town Counsel William F. Brewin and 
Inspector of Animals Sereno Johnson. 


The meeting was opened by the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 

Louis J. Bartolini who read aloud the certified letter sent on 

December 20, 1974 to Paul D. Renfrew, Nelson Goldin and Joan Ferretti 

all of Ted Lane - stating that the Board had received a written complaint 
in regard to a muisance created by a dog or dogs licensed to these people 
Complaint was signed by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas McDonough, Mrs and Mrs. James 
Hutchinson and Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Manchak (of the Ted Lane-Brookside 
Road area). This public hearing was called under Article 10A, Section 1 
of the By-Laws of the Town of Southborough, and Mrs. Joan Ferretti, 

Mr. Nelson Goldin, and Mr. Paul Renfrew were summoned to this hearing 

to appear before the Board of Selectmen in regard to this dog complaint. 


Town Counsel Brewin swore in those people who planned to give testimony. 


The Officer was asked to speak first by Chairman Bartolini. He noted 

that only the dog owned by the Ferrettis has been a continual 

problem in the neighborhood and he had been called a number of times. 

This dog was a nuisance because of barking and howling. Upon investigation 


the Dog Officer was nipped by the Ferretti dog. Sereno Johnson, Inspector 
,of Animals, was present but had. no comment. Al Booth and Mary Craft, 


members of the Dog Law Enforcement Committee, were also present and 
also had no comment. 


At this time, Chairman Bartolini asked Mr. Renfrew to speak in regard 
to the defense of the dogs. Mr. Nelson Goldin requested permission to 
speak for all of those dog owners who were being complained against. He 
gave a short opening speech which generally made the case that they were 
not approached by the complainants. They felt that if they had been 
approached that this problem could have been resolved on a neighborhood 
basis instead of before the Board of Selectmen. He presented three 
petitions and a number of solicited letters in support of these animals 
and vouching that these animals were not in fact a nuisance according 

to the town's by-laws. He further went on to say that all the dogs were 
bought as puppies by people living in the neighborhood. They all grew 
up in the neighborhood. He felt that they were good old neighborhood 
dogs and that they got along very well with most of the children and 
people in the neighborhood. Mr. and Mrs. McGowan, 12 Carolyn Terrace, 
also spoke in support of the animals as did John Hopkins..

At this time, there were no further expressions of support for 

the dogs and the complainants spoke. First, Mr. “enneth Manchak 
spoke as a representative of the complainants. Mr. Manchak and his 
wife alternated in trying to bring the issue before the Board of 
selectmen - that the issue is not necessarily these three dogs, but 
more frankly an issue of a firm dog control law. They maintain that 
it was not just these dogs who were causing problems in the neigh- 
borhood but a number of dogs. - including these three - and numerous 
other dogs coming from other neighborhoods. 


At this time Mr. Hamel spoke in regard to the dog problem in the entire 
area. He affirmed the concerns of the Manchaks that while only the 
Ferretti dog had a prior complaint against it, that there were numerous 
complaints against a large number of dogs operating in this area. 


All of the complainants spoke before the Board of Selectmen. However, 
they offered basically the same arguments. The Chairman of the Board 

of Selectmen requested that both parties sit down and try to discuss this 
issue between them and come out to a mutually acceptable resolution. 


Chairman Bartolini noted that the Selectmen can, and if necessary,. will 
impose restrictions upon the owners of these dogs to insure compliance. 
However, he felt that it would be more beneficial and a mutually agreeable 
solution could be obtained. All persons present agreed with this concept 


The Selectmen AGREED to a six-week extension prior to a final decision 
in this case. 


All principals involved, including Mrs. Craft and Mr. Booth of the 
Dog Committee, remained in the Lower Town Hall and discussed this issue 
until close to 11:00 p.m. 


The Board of Selectmen met with the Advisory Committee and the Fire 
Stations Study Committee. Present from the Fire Stations Study Committee} 
Earl R. Smiddy, Edward F. Brock, Chairman, and Herbert L. Cobb. Present 
from the Advisory Committee were: John R. Mahoney, Stanley Wright, 
Chairwomen Louise Barber, Russell Millholland, Jeanne Duggan and Mary 
Jane Martinson.

Mr. Ey of the Conservation Commission noted that 
Andrea Dawson, Attorney for Conservation law, had informed him that 
numerous other towns had found this acceptable, and the Bureau of 
Accounts had also approved this type of expenditure for this Trust Fund. 
The Selectmen took the request under advisement. 


The Board of Selectmen met with the Cemetery Commissioners. Present 
were Chairman George L. Burwell, Thomas J. Grady and George A. Mooney, 
along with Cemetery Superintendent Leo Bertonazzi and Treasurer, 
Gerald G. Papazian.

5. Determination of who should sign the Cemetery deeds once they 
are paid in full. 


6. Request the Town Treasurer to grve monthly reports on Trust 
Fund income to the Cemetery Commissioners. 


7. Determination why there were drastic losses in the Newell- 
Leary Fund in 1972 and 1973. 
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In summary, the Cemetery Commissioners want a complete access to their 
pone trust funds or a setup which would allow them access to trust funds 

immediately. They demanded monthly financial statements from the 

Town Accountant and Town Treasurer as to trust fund incomes and want 

copies of all trust fund wills. 

Chairman Bartolini informed the Cemetery Commissioners that this problem 

has lingered for a long time and that the Town Counsel would have to 

rule on many of the issues presented herein. 


Town Treasurer Gerald Papazian noted to Mr. Grady, who gave the

Sriberg in which he offered at his own expense to remove said knoll, 

that there was a traffic safety hazard and recounted to the Board of 
Selectmen of a situation where a young child on horseback was nearly 
killed very recently at this location. Mr. Sriberg then presented 

a letter dated 3/25/75 and engineer's plans from Schofield Brothers, Inc. 
and the letter recommended that the knoll either be removed or speed 

be posted to 18 miles per hour since the stopping sight distance is less 
than 90 feet.

My wife is a cousin to Mrs. Perkins. However, we did sign the 
petition. We have a rabbit that we believe was killed by the 
dog. The rabbit is in a cage and there are, of course, a lot 
of other dogs in the neighborhood and the rabbit cage was not 
bothered by any of the other dogs. However, this dog apparent- 
ly did. We did not see it, but apparently did jump several 
times at the cage and managed in knocking the cover off the 
cage - to which we believe the rabbit later escaped and was 
chased by the dog and my understanding from my wife is that 
the dog caught the rabbit in front of Mrs. Flurries house - 
is that correct?" 


Mrs. Dinjian: "Right. 

Mr. Dinjian: “and apparently just grabbed the rabbit by the neck and snapped 
it and killed it in that way. He did not try and eat it or 
anything after that but did kill if from that means. Now 
my wife called the Dog Officer.

ADDITIONAL NOTES ON DOG HEARING held on Tuesday March 25, 1975. 


9:00 p.m. Chairman Bartolini convened the Hearing. He requested that all persons 
who were going to give sworn statements/testimony to rise. Nine persons rose. 
Town Counsel William F. Brewin swore them in. Also present at the meeting were 
six additional citizens, members of the press. Dog Officer Charles F. Hamel. 


The first document read was the letter from Joseph Noberini. 
The second document read was the report of the Dog Officer. 


The third document read was the petition filed by some seventeen residents 
of Prentiss Street and Parkerville Road. 


The final document read was the Police report. 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen then asked Dog Officer Hamel to give his 

account of what had happened. He noted that on a number of occasions complaints 
had been received in regard to the Perkins dog. He had spoken to the Perkins 
family primarily Mr. Perkins ona number of occasions and that unfortunately Mr. 
Perkins had never carried out his promise of removing the dog from the neighborhood 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen thereupon asked if the Chief of Police was 
present. He was not. He thereupon asked if the Perkins faMily were present. They 
were not. At this time Administrative Assistant John Lundblad noted to the 

Board that Mrs. Perkins had arrived at 9:00 a.m. in the morning thinking the 
Hearing was a 9:00 a.m. meeting. However, she was informed by the clerical 

staff that the meeting was at 9:00 p.m. A check of the letter sent to Mrs. Perkins 
indicated 9 00 p.m. 


The first personto speak was Joseph Noberini, 4 Prentiss Street. The second 
person to speak was Richard injian, 9 Prentiss St., who offered an account of 
how the black dog named Smokey owned by the Perkins family had attacked and 
killed a rabbit owned by Mr. and Mrs. Dinjian. He did not witness thigevent. 


Two other persons in the audience did and so affirmed. He requested the Board 
of Selectmen to destroy the dog. 


Next, Judy Barnes spoke to the Selectmen recounting the attack by the Perkins' 
dog on her son Michael. She requested the Selectmen to restrain the dog.. 
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By a question from Chairman Bartolini it was brought out by “rs. Barnes that 

the dog was not tormented by Michael and her son was on property owned by the 
Barnes family and that the Perkins dog was running wild. Apparantley Michael 
Barnes tried to get the Perkins dog away from the Barnes dog and in the ensuing 
problems, struggles, the son was bitten on the hand. This was witnessed by 
Gary Barnes, the father of Michael Barnes, who was painting his Windows, who 
thereupon scared away the dog and noted that, upon a question by the Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, that the cut did not draw blood. 


9:12 p.m. Selectmen McAuliffe arrived. 


Roscoe Gardner was the next person to testify and said he had seven children - 
five at home - four of which had been "nabbed" by the dog in question, Smokey 

Mr. Gardner said the dog chases bikes, chases cars, is extremely dangerous. 

Mr. Gardner further noted that the other - a white and black dog named Candy - 
owned by the Perkins family had also been a hazard in the neighborhood. The 
Perking' dog Candy is not being investigated and since there are no formal written 
complaints in the file, the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen so notified Mr. 
Gardner. 


Chairman Bartolini, asking if there were any additional evidence, Joseph Noberini 
again stood up and said that the dog should be destroyed. 


Reverend Goll who noted that he had not been sworn, but assured the Selectmen 

that he had recently been to Mass and noted that a parishioner of St. Mark's 
Episcopal Church had recalled to him a situation where she an elderly woman had 
been knocked down by this dog. While she was not seriously injured, she certainly 
could have been and he thought that this dog should be effectively restrained. 


The Selectmen thereupon, after talking to the Town Counsel, VOTED unanimously 

that the dog should be removed from the Town of Southborough within ten days 

and that prior to that removal, during those ten days, that the dog would be 
muzzled and restrained on a chain. Letters are to go out Wednesday, morning March 
26, 1975 from the Board of Selectmen to the Perkins family to be hand-carried 

by a Policeman. This letter is to be signed as having been received by the Perkins 
family. A copy of said letter complete with signatures showing receipt signature 
is to go to Police Chief Mattioli and to Dog Officer Hamel.

The Board of Selectmen met with the Planning Board. Members present:

interests. Lawrence Kimball of the Planning Board mentioned that he spoke 
with the representative of the M.D.C. John Phillips, Assistant Commissioner 
for Environmental Planning, who passed along to Mr. Kimball the fact that 
the M.D.C. was 100% behind this Article. 


Donna McDaniel, reporter for the South Middlesex News, asked if any other 

Town had this sort of zoning. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr. noted that no other 

Towns have it at this time and this would put all of the M.D.C. under the 

zoning by-law while prior to this a number of small parcels here and there 
throughout the town has not been under zoning at all. 


Town Counsel William F. Brewin arrived. 


Chairman O'Connell asked Town Counsel Brewin if he had any questions in 
regard to the test. Town Counsel raised the issue of the zoning and 
building restrictions and noted that if they were too severe they would 
discourage private interests from seeking a rezoning of their property to 
Conservation District which might well be in the best interest of the Town. 


Board of Selectmen met with the Conservation Commission. Above members 
were present. Discussion was Flood Plain ‘Zoning. 
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8:30 p.m. Board of Selectmen met in EXECUTIVE SESSION with the Administrative 


to Assistant and Town Counsel Brewin. Administrative Assistant had 
8:38 p.m. requested the meeting because of discussion of finances. 


9:00 p.m. Board of Selectmen met with Mr. Lawrence Donovan, Facility Manager 
of Data General Corporation, Southborough, and Mr. Robert Capobianco, 
Counsel for Data General Corporation, Mr, Michael Murphy; Customer 
Relations Director of Data General, and Mr. Vincent Reardon, representing 
the Governor's office. The issue discussed was the closing of the 
Parkerville Road land fill. Mr. Capobianco had requested that the Board 
of Selectmen somehow compensate Data General Corporation for extra charges, 
which would be incurred by the closing of the Parkerville Road land fill 
and noted that it would cost Data General around $900 per month if they 
had to pay for disposal and that they estimate that this would run between 
$7,000 and $8,000 since the Transfer Station would not be finished until 
December 1975 by their estimates. Although the Selectmen noted that the 
Transfer Station would be done considerably sooner, the issue at hand still 
remains who would pay Data General's costs during the interim period. 
Data General noted that they have approximately 390 uncompacted cubic yards 
of refuse per week which they estimate would fill the Transfer Station once 
per week. The possible solutions proposed by Mr. Capobianco were the 
following: 


1. Declaration of a Special Town Meeting to fund the costs for 
Data General Corporation or at least to go on record in opposition to same. 


2. The opening of a land fill on Fisher Road. 


3. Formal agreement between the town and another town or 
private industry which would allow the disposal of refuse, or 


4, Finally, that the Town pick up refuse at Data General Corp. 
and dispose of it wherever it so wishes. 


The Board of Selectmen emphatically reaffirmed their position to Mr. 
Capobianco, Mr. Donovan and all of those present that there was no 
possibility whatsoever for the Town to either pick up Data General's 

refuse or during this interim period to dispose of said refuse or pay 

said disposal fees. Mr. Capobianco noted that therefore Data General 
Corporation paid $180,000 a year taxes in the Town and would have to seek 
other means to have the Town "fullfill it's obligation to Data General Corp."

Capobianco Counsel for Data General Corporation, Donald Dillman and 
Paul Brefka of the Southborough Planning Board, John W. Boland Southborough 
Highway Department, and two interested citizens Mrs. Lois Simmons and 
Mrs. Charles Keller. This Hearing was not recorded on a tape recorder and 
therefore the following comments attributed to individuals are not 
necessarily the exact words of the individuals but rather the meaning of 

their statements as interpreted by John A. Lundblad, Administrative 

Assistant to the Board of Selectmen. (Where a very specific answer was recorded, 
quotations shall be placed around that answer. ) 


Mr. Dillman: In short the Planning Board cannot accept these streets since 
the ponding basins are not done and they are an integral part of the 
entire acceptance package. 


Mr. Boland: The actual roadway construction is okay. I agree with the 
Planning Board, However, the ponding basins are incomplete and that 
Universal Engineering would give the inspection for the Planning Board 
and would continue to do inspections on this sector of the project. 


Mr. Dillman then went on with a description of what was missing from the 
as-built plans and as per inspection by Universal Engineering dated Nov. 
27, 1974 including riprap between basins, restoration of banks, restoration 
of conservation areas including loaming, seeding, and treeing. 


Mr. Vincent of Cosmo J. Caterino, Inc. noted that some work still has to be 
done but it all will be done. 


Chairman Bartolini then noted that a Street Acceptance Hearing is only 
held when everything has been completed, that everything has not been 
completed, all conditions have not been met and, therefore, they should 
not be before us at this time. 
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Mr. Robert Capobianco, Counsel for Data General Corp, stated that Data 
General Corp. is the owner fee simple of these roads. They do not 

want the roads accepted. They want to keep the roads. Mr. Capobianco 
went on to say that the Boards in the Town of Southborough are too 
concerned with off-street drainage and that Data General would, therefore, 
Keep the roads and not give them up voluntarily.

8:30 p.m. Town Counsel William Brewin arrived. 


8:33 p.m. Selectmen met with Fire Chief Edward F. Brock, Highway Dupt. John W. Boland 
Police Chief Francis J. Mattioli in regard to the traffic problems of 
Summer and Winter Streets. Chief Mattioli speaking first noted that a 
majority of people are now in favor of making the street two-way and 
therefore he would recommend that it become two-way. Fire Chief Brock 
said it made no difference to him either way. Highway Supt. Boland said 
that we have two basic problems here - one of them arises from having 
two-way traffic and the other one arises from having one way traffic and, 
therefore, there is no easy solution. 


First, when we have two-way traffic he said that there are people who 

try to avoid the Fayville lights who want to get from Central Street to 
Rt. 9 they do take the Winter-Summer Street cut-off and that this does 
constitute a hazard. However, when the street is made one-way to deter 
this hazard, we find that people coming off of Rt. 9 which has a negative 
grade, have to enter another negative grade on Winter Street - a 90 

degree angle with an extremely poor site distance. This too is extremely 
dangerous. Finally, Highway Supt. Boland recommended that the signs be 
removed on a temporary basis and that the students working with the 
Highway Department from Worcester Polytechnic Institute carry out a 

study of the entire area - both traffic problems on Winter and Summer 
Streets, the truck problems on Central Street, the heavy vehicle problems 
on Cherry and Pleasant Streets, the general problems that the intersection 
at the Oak Hill lights, and the traffic and noise problems in the playground, 
and that the students retum to the Board of Selectmen as soon as possible 
with a recommendation for the entire area. 


The Board of Selectmen thereupon after a discussion with five residents 
from the area. 


VOTED: unanimously, to instruct the Highway Superintendent to temporarily remove 
one-way signs on Winter and Summer Streets, to have a traffic study made by 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute students, and a report submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen at a later date when a final decision will be rendered. 


Letter is to go to Highway Superintendent Boland informing him of the above vote 
explaining that this study should also include the traffic sisuation in the entire 
area such as truck traffic on Central Street, traffic on Pleasant and Cherry Streets, 
as well as the problems on Summer and Winter Streets, and any additional problems 
which may be at the Fayville lights.

9:12 p.m. Selectmen met with the Town Hall Renovation Committee. Members present: 
Chairwoman Judith Swartwood, Betty Davis, Arnold Cross, Edward Lambert, John 
McCarthy. Also present were Andrea and Hugh Browning, the architects of 
this project, and their attorney Christopher Noble. Three interested 
citizens were also present. After a very lengthy discussion, the issue remained 
unresolved and in fact the Brownings would proceed only on a pay-as-you-go 
basis and that the town, in effect, had no more money to pay and, therefore 
could go no further. Discussions between the Counsels for the respective 
sides brought no satisfactory answer in regard to "who was right" or "who 
was wrong". However, the basic question that was directed to Mr. Browning 
by both Chairman Bartolini, Chairwoman Swartwood and Mr. Lambert was, 
“would you proceed if we gave you everything that you have previously 
requested and then finish the job and we would settle the remainder of 
the project cost when it went to bid." Mr. Brownings response was, "This 
is*cash and carry operation." Therefore, it was assumed that they would 
not accept this offer. Mr. Lambert asked the Chairman if some determination 
from Town Counsel who was right whether it was he or Mr. Noble. It was 
the feeling of the Town Counsel and Mr. Noble that a question like that 
would have to be resolved in arbitration or in court. Chairman Bartolini 
then went on to say to Mr. and Mrs. Browning that they apparently missed 
the tone of the Town Meeting, the tone of the Board of Selectmen and the 
tone of the Committee, which was to cut this project -- to keep this 
project within a certain prescribed limit, that is to say, $350,000. 

If it were to exceed this limit, the town maintains that it was the res- 
ponsibility of the Brownings to blow the whistle, to notify the Town 

that the contract as written with the Article as funded could not be 
completed. The timing for this was not when we run out of money but 
rather early on when the so-called extention of scope was initiated. 
Chairman Bartolini further went on to say that there are no mechanics 
for getting additional money until the bids are received unless we retum 
to a Town Meeting. The Committee and the Selectmen feel strongly that 
that would spell the death of the project. Chairman Bartolini therefore 
said we have to get off dead center; we have to do something. At this time 
the Board of Selectmen unanimously

10:40 p.m. Executive Session ended. 


A compromise position was drafted by the Selectmen and the Town Hall

is the following: (1) that the Brownings would be paid all of the out- 
standing bills owned to them- approximately $7,800, (2) that the Town would 
be willing to offer the Brownings the remainder of the money in this Warrant 
Article including the money that was to be reserved for the bid preparation, 
and (3) that the Brownings would render to the Committee and the Board of 
selectmen a complete set of working drawings that currently exist, that 

the Committee with the advice and consent of the Selectmen would make as 
many major revisions as possible upon these working drawings to bring them 
back to the $300,000 to $350,000 construction range; 
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and furthermore, that the Brownings would be willing to continue the 
Working drawings phase with the scaled-down project for the remainder 
of the funds in the Warrant Article, (4) if in the event that this omen, 
project is successfully bid and funded by the Town Meeting, then the 
selectmen and the Committee would insure to the best of their ability 
that the Brownings would receive all additional fees coming to them 
based upon the bidding price.

Mrs. Littlefield stated that she wanted assurances 
that the drainage would not increase by the construction. Mr. Banks stated that the 
drainage from the project would be drained away from the abutting property of Mrs. 
Littlefield through a culvert at the railroad tracks.

Mr. Boland discussed with the Selectmen, the payment of an invoice to 
Traffic Systems Company, Inc. in regard to the traffic lights project 
in the Town of Southborough. : 


Town Counsel William F. Brewin arrived, 


The Selectmen met with Mr. Arthur Kiley of Edgewood Road and with Police 
Chief Francis J. Mattioli, Police Sergeant William Colleary, Police 
Officer Ralph Evangelous and Police Civilian Dispatcher Scott McCobb. 
The meeting, was requested by Mr. Kiley in a number of letters of 
complaint to the Board of Selectmen in regard to the Southborough Police 
Department. The meeting was held in EXECUTIVE SESSION with Mr. Kiley, 
the above named members of the Police Dept., the Board of Selectmen, and 
the Administrative Assistant. No action was taken. No votes were taken 
It was a discussion of personalities. 


The Board of Selectmen met with Mr. Scott Kreidberg, d/b/a Scotties 

Auto Sales, who was requesting a Class II license for the Amoco Station 
on 264 Cordaville Road, in the Town of Southborough. He stated that he 
rents this building from C. K. Smith Oil Co., Worcester, Mass., and 
would request a Class II License for not more than three cars at one 
time on his premises. Chairman Bartolini then gave Mr. Kreidberg a 
brief history of this site. First, that it is a nonconforming pre- 
existing use. Therefore, he is not certain whether or not such a license 
could be issued to it. Secondly, that two or three years ago that there 
was a serious problem when other people owned or rented this property. 
There were complaints from the neighbors in regards to the appearance 

of the property, the late hours of business and the storage of junk 

and used cars. Third, Mr. Bartolini noted that there are a number of 
Class II licenses now in use in Southborough and questioned whether or 
not an additional license would be needed. Mr. Kreidberg noted that the 
neighbors are happy and that he and his partners are making the premises 
more presentable. Residents of the area spoke and Mrs. Lois Simmons, 

who lives at 269 Cordaville Road, questioned whether or not there would 
be a major operation, a lot of vehicles, neon signs, a lot of traffic etc.. 
Mr. Ea who lives around there noted that currently (tonight at 8:00 Dem.) 
there were sixteen cars on the property and normally there are only a 
dozen cars and he would like to know exactly what the limit would be and 
whether or not this could spill over into other parcels of property. 
However, he did note that he was generally in favor of this license and 
very pleased with Mr. Kreidberg and his partners at this time. Chairman 
McAuliffe, therefore asked if any persons were present who opposed the 
issuing of this license. No one spoke. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED to take this under advisement. 
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9:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Town Hall Renovation Committee, Members 
to Present: Chairwoman Swartwood, Mrs. Betty Davis, Mr. McCarthy and Mr. —_— 

10:00 p.m. Lambert. The Selectmen basically had one question for the “Committee” 
Why did they allow the Brownings to go ahead with the $450,000.00 project 
when the Board of Selectmen asked them to keep it at $300,000.00? on 
The discussion continued for quite some time with Mr. McCarthy repeatedly 
noting that no cost estimates were ever approved, design changes were approved, 
working drawings were approved, but cost estimates never were. A 
number of members of the Committee: Mr. McCarthy, Mr. Cross, Mr. Lambert 
among them, repeatedly questioned the estimates presented by the 
Brownings and made by Mr. Leslie Buckingham. The Brownings were told 
to return to a $300,000.00 project by the Board of Selectmen through 
the Committee but at the same night requested the Committee to approve 
a larger project. It was the consensus of the meeting that a counter= 
estimate would be necessary to counter Mr. Buckingham's prices. The Town 
Counsel noted that time is essential in this regard and that we have to 
assemble the plans and documents as we now have them. Mrs. Swartwood 
said she would do this. Selectman Bartolini requested Messrs. Lambert, 
Cross, as well as Norman Boiani to evaluate the material to determine 
What additional information, if any, would be needed for a more detailed 
and/or probable cost estimate for this pro ject. 


Letter is to go to Mrs. Constance E. Diniz, Vice President and Mortgage Officer, 

Hudson National Bank, Hudson, re her letter of May 30 regarding the National Flood 
Insurance Program Act. The Town Meeting voted to enter the National Flood Insurance 

and the Board of Selectmen intend to enter this program as soon as possible.

In referring to Mr. Whitemore's presentation, and Mr. Schnetcke's 
presentation, he questioned whether or not there would be a real parking 
problem saying that if the restaurant crowd was there from six to ten, he felt 
that there would not be ample parking since there is not now ample parking for 
a lounge and a motel operation. Mr. Schnetcke noted that, first the motel 
operation would be run as it is now and that normally the clientele from 
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the motels utilized the rooms from around 10 or 12 o'clock on. Parking for 
the motel is usually minimal during the hours before that. Second, he 
noted that the dinner crowd for the oyster bar would be between six and 

ten and that there would be very little overlapping between the restaurant 
and the motel business. Third, he mentioned that the number of persons 
attracted to the lounge would not be as many as would be attracted to the 
restaurant since it would not be the same size or type operation currently 
in use. Frances Dzierzeski 19 Brook Lane complained of continual noise 
running from 1:30 a.m. to 3:30 a.m. She mentioned ( as she has in the past) 
that the problem is not so much that there is a 2:00 a.m. license as the 
fact that the activities range late into the night. Mr. Schnetcke noted 
that probably the difficulty is that there are young people who have no 
place to go after the 2:00 a.m. closing. They drive up to Brook Lane and 
utilize that area for parking until 3:30 a.m. or so. Mr. Schnetcke 
maintained that the type of clientele that he would attract would not go 
parking on Brook Lane after they left the restaurant, and/or the Lounge.

MINUTES OF SPECIAL MEETING OF 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN HELD ON 
Thursday, August 7, 1975 


8:00 p.m. Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William L. Zolli, 
and Selectman Louis J. Bartolini, Administrative Assistant John A. 
Lundblad, Town Counsel William F. Brewin, Advisory Committee Members: 
Stanley Wright, Robert Hoss, Jeanne Duggan, and Chairman Richard Bowen 
School Committee Members: Francis Wanemaker, Anne Freeman, Jay kngel 
and Robert Spayne (Chairman). A number of interested citizens were 
also present: Betty Davis, Marjorie McAuliffe, Sherman Ball, Miss 
Pessini, Paul J. Berry, Stanley Tanenholtz, and members of the press. 


Chairman McAuliffe read aloud Superior Court Civil Action Summons Herbert L. Cobb, 
et al Plaintiffs vs. Town of Southborough, Defendant. Prior to opening the meeting 
to discussion, Dr. Spayne, Chairman of the School Committee, requested that the 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Counsel, and the School Committee go into Executive 
Session to discuss personalities. This was not a formal motion made by a member 

of the Board of Selectmen and a significant amount of discussion followed in which 
it was maintained by Dr. Spayne that there7f8ssibilities of recouping this money 
without going to court and that such possibilities should be examined to save the 
Town both the cost and the embarrassment of going to court over the budget cut. 
After a great deal of discussion in which it was evident that the Advisory Committee 
and a number of citizens were against an Executive Session, Selectman Zolli moved 
that the Board of Selectmen go into Executive Session with the School Committee 

and the Town Counsel to discuss personalities. The motion was seconded by Selectman 
Bartolini and passed by a two to 1 vote..Chairman McAuliffe and Selectman Zolli in 
favor, Selectman Bartolini opposed. 


8:29 p.m. lixecutive Session held to discuss personalities of a certain Special 
to Education Consultant ensued. 

8:41 p.m. 

8:41 p.m. selectman Zolli moved that the Executive Session be closed, seconded 


by Selectman Bartolini and unanimously approved. 


At this time Chairman McAuliffe gave his personal opinion on the issue. He stated 
that personally he was opposed to the budget cut and so voted at the Town Meeting. 
However, as a Selectman and as a Chief Elected Official in the Town he has a 
different responsibility. That responsibility is to answer the strong mandate of 
the Town Meeting and respond to the petition of suit. He maintained that the Annual 
Town Meeting was well aware of possible legal action and still voted in an over- 
Whelming vote to cut the School Budget. The vote was something in the neighborhood 
of 7 to 1--220 to 30. 


Next, Selectman William L. Zolli spoke in agreement with Chairman McAuliffe's 
position and stated that he was personally in favor of fiscal autonomy and that 

as long as he was associated with the Board of Selectmen - both as Administrative 
Assistant and as a member to the Board - he has opposed limits on fiscal autonomy. 
Furthermore ,he stated that he was in the minority of the vote against the budget cut 
However, as with Chairman McAuliffe, he feels that there is a mandate from the Town 
Meeting and the suit must be answered. 


yelectman Bartolini responded very similarly to Chairman McAuliffe and Selectman 
Zolli and stated that the Board has the responsibility to answer this suit and to 
respond to the mandate of the Town Meeting to cut the budget. 
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Next, the School Committee ,embers spoke. Dr. Spayne noted that on May 24 after the 
Town Meeting, after the budget cut when there was a new School Committee seated, that 
there was still support for the School Budget on a 4 to 1 vote and that quite frankly ™ 
there was no place to find $58,000 in excess funds to be cut from this budget except 
on salaries. Ironically, it was a very small amount - somewhere around 3% of the 
total budget, quite honestly an insignificant amount of money and more properly a 
challenge to fiscal autonomy - than an attempt to bring the School Budget into line. 
However, he felt that the operating budget of the department was at bare bones and 
could not sustain the $58,000 across-the-board budget cut and therefore he felt the 
Selectmen should not oppose the petition and furthermore felt that it was a disservice 
to the children and there is no place to cut the budget. 


Anne Freeman noted that the Board of Selectmen should respond to the suit and attempt 
to answer the Town Meeting mandate and fight. 


Selectman Bartolini asked exactly how far we should fight and should we, for example, 


go all the way to the Supreme Court. How much should we sustain in legal fees to defend 
the Town in this case. 


Chairman McAuliffe postulated that it may run as high as $5,000 or $10,000. 
No answer was given toSelectman Bartolini's question. 


Jay Engel of the School Committee felt that it was a healthy experience to be sued 
by the taxpayers and would set a good example and that in effect it was a punitive 
action to the Town. 


Francis Wanemaker noted that the School Budget cannot sustain the $58,000 cut without 
loss in positions or reduction in salaries. He noted that it was possible for 
$15,000 or $20,000 to be eliminated from the Budget, but not $58,000. He was also 
unaware of anyone who had lost a taxpayers suit of this kind and felt that defense 
really was futile. He said the question comes down to how much do we spend on 
principles when we know we are going to lose. He feels that the real message of the 
Town Meeting was not so much to cut the budget but a direct message to the School 
Committee to be frugal and next year come back with a tighter budget. He would 

hope that the School Committee and the Advisory Committee with the Board of 
Selectmen could seek a compromise whereby there would be some sort of a budget 
reduction - perhaps $20,000, perhaps $15,000 - and that the Advisory Committee could 
support more money for the School Committee in a Special Town Meeting. He did not 
particularly like the idea of the use of taxpayers money to defend ourselves from 
ourselves. 


Richard Bowen, Chairman of the Advisory Committee, then spoke for the Advisory 
Committee. He read a lengthy prepared speech and stated the following points: 


1. That this was the Town's decision. It was a vote of an overwhelming 
mandate vote of the Town Meeting and that to deny that vote, that is to say 
- not to answer the petition - would be to overrule that vote and to 
acquiesce to a minority 


2. He felt that this was a situation caused by agitation by outsiders, that 
an out-of-town labor union/lobby group had brought this upon the Town. 
(This we assume is the Mass. Teachers Association. ) ae 


3. He felt that Messrs. Cobb and Spayne had a moral conflict while signing 
the suit and still serving on the School Committee. In effect, they have 
joined in union with the Union, that it would make them virtually 
incapable of negotiating their next Collective Bargaining proceedings and 
he would therefore request that they voluntarily step down from the 
school Committee. 
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4, He offered some background information in regard to the Salary budget 
and noted that there was an attempt to reopen the School teachers 
negotiations with the Southborough Teachers Union and that the meeting 
with the Advisory Committee, the Union, that a number of teachers, the 
public and the School Committee made it clear to the Advisory Committee 
that the only changes in the negotiations would be an escalation of 
costs so that attempt was dropped. 


Chairman Bowen maintained that the School Committee had taken this budget cut and put 

it in the most damaging place - in the Teacher Salary Account - when it was sure to 
bring about a law suit, if not from the taxpayers then certainly from the Teachers Union 
He felt that this was definitely a punitive action by the School Committee and that they. 
were, in effect, trying to teach the Town a lesson. 


Further background information, Mr. Bowen noted that there was an attempt by the 
Advisory Committee to demonstrate to the School Committee that Mr. Robert Scott, a 
Consultant in the Special Education Field, could demonstrate to the School Committee 

by using program budgeting how some money could be saved. For example, it was attempted 
at the Regional High School for a $17,000 reimbursement from the State and would have 
only cost the Town $200 and Mr. Scott's consultant fees. 


Next, Mr. Bowen offered a "proposed solution". First, above all we should avoid any 
impact on the tax rate. He claims that Mr. Scott can find the $58,000 easily within 
the School Department budget and that it would be merely a matter of forestalling the 
$58,000 by instituting some saving programs and getting a reimbursement from the State. 
He would suggest, therefore, that the Town challenge the suit but at the same time hire 
the consultant in an attempt to save this money so that it was his hope, therefore, 
that it would be demonstrated to the taxpayers that the $58,000 could be, in effect, 
restored to the School Committee without an affect in the tax rate. 


At this time Chairman McAuliffe asked Mr. Bowen two questions: First, did not the 
Advisory Committee make it perfectly clear to the Town Meeting that this would have 

to come from salaries and that there was no other place in the budget for this cut 

to come from. Mr. Bowen denied this at which time Mr. McAuliffe noted that he recollected 
that Mrs. Barber had stated same at the Town Meeting. It was at this time moved by 
Selectman Zolli that we hear the tape of the motion made by Mrs. Barber to cut the 

School Committee. Seconded by Selectman Bartolini and voted unanimously at this time. 


Chairman McAuliffe requested Town Clerk Paul J. Berry to bring the tape forth. (While 
Mr. Berry was setting up the tape, Mr. McAuliffe went to his second question in regard 
to the Advisory Committee's suggestion that they find the $58,000 in the School Committee 
budget should ask therefore what is Mr. Scott's tactic - how does he do this and can 

he find cash or is there reimbursement. Mr. Bowen maintained that it is basically a 
hatter of program budgeting whereby you program administrative and othes overhead costs 
into the 766 Program and recoup additional funds for same. It was Mr. Bowen's assertion 
that if the School Committee would institute this, that they would be able to recoup 
additional monies - perhaps as much as $58,000 by next year's Cherry Sheet and therefore 
be able to use this money to offset the tail end of their fiscal 1975-1976 budget and 
therefore not have to request the reinstitution of these funds and in effect on the 

tax rate.) At this time the tape was played. 


Then the remainder of the Advisory Committee spoke. Stanley Wright noted that this 
Was a motion made by the Advisory Committee with the overwhelming support of the 
Board of Selectmen and therefore the overwhelming support of the Town Meeting. 
Therefore, the Board of Selectmen should oppose the petition and go to Court, that 
this should be challenged to honor the vote of the Town Meeting. 
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Robert Hoss, the new member of the Advisory Committee, noted that since he has only 
been a member for less than 3 hours, he felt that he could not speak as a Committee 
member but rather as an individual. He said that it was an overwhelming vote of the 
Town Meeting and that we should follow through and oppose the petition or call a 
Special Town Meeting and get another vote to change the mandate. 


Jeanne Duggan then spoke and briefly just said, " Yes we should go ahead." 


Mr. Hoss spoke in regard to the penalty with the possibility of a 25% damages or 
penalty fine to be levied against the Town. He didn't believe that in recent 
decisions that anyone had ended up paying the fine. 


At this time Mr. Sherman Ball spoke and said that if there was a penalty, the penalty 
would go against next year's school budget and would not be given to the school this 
year. He thought the Town should go to court and oppose it. 


At this time Selectman Zolli made a motion to instruct the Town Counsel to answer 
the complaint. It was seconded by Selectman Bartolini. In discussion, Selectman 
Bartolini asked what the track record was in opposing such suits. Three or four 
persons from the audience answered "Zero" that none of them have been successfully 
opposed since 1837. 


Chairman McAuliffe then asked do the people present admit the Town has spoken, they 
understood the facts, they knew the obstacles and we should go ahead and oppose the suit. 
The Board of Selectmen should respond to the people's mandate. Selectman Bartolini | 
questioned the Finance Committee apd said, "How far do we go with this? How much 

money can we spend on it? Can we go to the Supreme Court? How far do we go for 
principles?" ee 


Chairman Bowen of the Advisory Committee then noted that there is a possibility for 
outside help to find money in the budget. 


selectman Zolli said this is not the issue that we are not unavailable to suggestions 
like this, but this is not what we are asking. We are asking how far should we go 
in spending on this cost. 


Apparently, it was a rhetorical question. No answers were offered. 


9:52 p.m. The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously on Selectman Zolli's motion 


to instruct the Town Counsel to answer a complaint.

8:00 p.m. Selectmen met with Lawrence Kimball, 5 Bigelow Road. Mr. Kimball met 
with the Board not as a member of the Planning Board but rather as a 
private citizen with some suggestions and information in regard to the 
street light problem. Also present was Mr. Robert Hoss of the Advisory 
Committee. Mr. Kimball read a short prepared statement indicating that 
he was appearing here in the spirit of keeping the lines of communication 
open and felt that Massachusetts Electric Company probably had sufficient 
legal ground to continue to defy the Board of Selectmen. However, he felt 
that Mass. Electric has more at stake than a mere legal issue or even the 
$9,000 in question. Rather, what was at stake was its corporate image, 
and he would hope therefore that he could bring this issue to the attention 
of some of the members of the Board of Directors of Massachusetts Electric 
Company and the New England Electric System - in effect, to go to a higher 
level of management very similar to the strategy utilized by the Town in 
regard to the Commonwealth Gas Company tower issue. Hopefully, it would 
avert going to court over this. A couple of levers which he mentioned 
which might assist the Town would be: first - the fact that the public 
power authority is a real proposition by Representative Harrington and that 
no utility need further public aggrevation at this time; secondly - that 
the towns do hold certain weapons or levers over utilities such as street 
openings, pole permits, etc. 


8:30 p.m. Selectmen met with Mrs. Nancy McRae, Mrs. Yolande Morse, and Mr. Benkowski, 
Mr. Ronald H. Campbell d/b/a Campbell Rubbish Removal (251 Cordaville Rd.) 
in regard to complaints made by Mr. and Mrs. McRae and Mr. and Mrs. Morse 
against Mr. Ronald H. Campbell in that he has failed to live up to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals variance dated April 14, 1975 which permitted his 
business to qmerate in this residential area. Chairman McAuliffe read the 
letters of complaint and thereupon requested that each of the complainants 
add whatever additional information they have to this investigation. 
Chairman also noted that the Building Inspector carried out an investigation 
and that he himself (Thomas McAuliffe) had inspected the site. It was the 
consensus between the abutters and Mr. Campbell that part of the problem 
was a lack of communication between the neighbors and would not have to happen 
if neighbors would merely get together and express their complaints on 
that level instead of the office of the Board of Selectmen.

It was 
occasionally used for special occasions on weekends, but even then it was rer 
not utilized to the full extent of the other licensees in town. 
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— At this time Mr. Schnetke, principal in Southborough Associates, spoke 
indicating that the curtailment of these hours would offer a severe financial 
hardwhip to the Southborough Associates - something in the neighborhood of 
50% of their revenue. 


Mr. Quirk, Manager of Southborough Associates, Inc. d/b/a OLD SALT (VIPLounge) 
spoke offering the analogy that the Board of Selectmen are acting very much 
like a baseball critic blaming the relief pitcher for letting in one run after the 
starting pitcher had let in nine or ten runs. Mr. Quirk, of course, was 
referring to the fact that most of the disturbances noted by the Board of 
Selectmen were under the former ownership. Second, he went on to note 
that the current owners have instituted a dress code. Third, that they 
have kept the police officers at the door to keep out troublemakers. Mr. 
Quirk went on to say that the clientelle at the VIP, as Mr. Schnetke had 
previously indicated, bas changed. That many of the customers from the 
Villa Restaurant, which this firm also operates, now frequents the VIP and 
that in fact the changes have already begun under the new management and 
that the problems associated with former Managers will not be repeated with 
this Management. Fourth, Mr. Quirk noted that the Board of Selectmen, in his 
opinion, should be quite pleased that they have two outstanding business 
firms in charge of liquor license establishments and that in the recent 
past one principal in one of the firms had, what Mr. Quirk called a "shady" 
past. Selectman Bartolini asked Mr. Quirk to identify both the individual 
and his basis for that knowledge. Mr. Quirk indicated that he was referring 
to the late Mr. Todesco formerly at T. & F., Inc. d/b/a The Limelight, who 
aoa died convicted of a felony in a Massachusetts Correctional Institute. 
Selectman Bartolini at this time informed Mr. Quirk that when Mr. Todesco 
came before the Board of Selectmen he too was an upstanding businessman, 
had run his own small business of a barber and he like all of the gentleman 
present, Mr. Queen, Mr. Washek, Mr. Schnetke, Mr. Quirk had decided to go 
into the business of serving alcoholic beverages. 


Selectman Bartolini indicated that Southborough is the only town that has 

a full 2 a.m. license seven days a week. Without any question, Southborough 
is attracting people who have been drinking in other establishments and 

who have probably come to this establishment at 1 a.m. for the purpose of 
further drinking and this, the Board of Selectmen maintains is a dangerous” 
situation and is a situation which is not necessarily consistent with the 
best interest of the public safety of the Town. 


Mr. Quirk at this time reiterated the point made originally by Mr. Whittemore 
that the 2 a.m. license does serve the public that is not otherwise served 
by liquor license establishments and that is the public that happens to 

work at restaurants and bars in other towns and that these individuals too 
have a right to come to an establishment to have a drink and relax after 
work on their way home the same way people who get out of work at 6 or 7 

or 8 or 9 or 10 o'clock at night. Mr. Quirk, as Mr. Whittemore, maintained 
that the 2 a.m. is a public service to both residents of the town and 
residents of the general area.

which Mrs. Littlefield has brought to the attention of the Board of Selecemen 
in her letter of September 5, 1975. 


Chairman McAuliffe began the meeting by asking each of the principals 
present whether or not they had seen a copy of the letter. The answer 
was in the affirmative. 


Mrs. Littlefield in speaking to the Board of Selectmen requested primarily 
that a guarantee be given from the Town to the property owners in this 

part of town, that is to say - Mrs. Littlefield, Mr. Tebbetts and Mr. 
McCarthy - that the town will maintain the drainage ditch and that the 
abutters will have recourse if it does flood because of runoff from streets, 
other residential areas and the Southborough Housing Authority. 


Mr. McCarthy, Mr. Tebbetts and Mrs. Littlefield each concurred on a 
number of primary issues which were brought before the Board. 


First, that the runoff from the Southborough Housing Authority would be 
greater than the runoff from the current field since the roofed areas, 
the hot-topped areas would not absorb water the way the field Seeaeeree! 
does. 


secondly, that the creation of this ditch, or whatever would actually be 

done to this ditch, would bring water from Boston Road and from approximately 
26 acres as shown in a document presented by the Southborough Housing 
Authority to a 24" culvert under the Penn Central R.R. tracks. However, 

the presence of an 18" culvert on the other side reduces the effectiveness 

of this culvert to about 18 inches. 


Third, it was the concern of the parties mentioned above that the roadway 
being built as an access road to the Housing Authority site would act, 

in effect, as an earthen dam preventing the flooding of the Southborough 
Housing Authority site by this brook and that, of course, therefore the 
brook if in flood state would not flow to the right. It would, of course, 
flow to the left because it could not get through the 24" pipe or cross 
the tracks. It would naturally flow to the Littlefield, Tebbetts and 
McCarthy properties.

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pm After a very lengthy meeting, in discussion between Mr. Banks, Selectman 


Bartolini and the principals mentioned above, it was AGREED that a 
compromise offered by Selectman Bartolini would be acceptable to all parties. 
That compromise is the following: 


The Board of Selectmen would ask the Southborough Housing Authority to have 
a rendering made by the engineers for the Southborough Housing Authority 
(with the permission and consent of the Housing Authority) for use by the 
abutters and the property mentioned above (Littlefield property,.

MINUTES OF MEETING

Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman William L. Zolli and 
Selectman Louis J. Bartolini, Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad 
and members of the press. 


Board of Selectmen met with the Cemetery Commissioners Thomas Grady and 
George Mooney and Cemetery Superintendent Leo Bertonazzi in regard to the 
following issues: 


First, replacement cost of the building. This issue was brought up by 
Chairman McAuliffe. At the request of Commissioner Grady, it was deferred 
until later in the evening. Second, Commissioner Grady spoke about the

Selectman Zolli at this time requested that the Committee look into other 

alternatives. Mrs. Swartwood indicated that they had. Mr. Bowen, 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee, was requested to speak by Chairman 

McAuliffe as to the feeling of the Advisory Committee. He noted that 

the Advisory Committee and the Capital Budget Planning Committee had 

met for sixty minutes prior to the meeting and that Mr. Paul Brefka, a 

professional architect, would bring the essence of that meeting to this 

discussion. First, Mr. Brefka requested permission to analyze the 

drawings, Permission was granted. The Selectmen instructed the 

Administrative Assistant to deliver the drawings to Mr. Brefka as soon 

as possible.

Mr. Bowen then presented what he felt were the three primary 
options? First to invest $15,000 and get a full set of plans and someday 

execute these plans. Second would be to stop all work, cease operations 

re-evaluate the alternatives and look into any possibility of phasing 

this project piecemeal. Final choice would go to a Special Town Meeting 

or the regular Town Meeting and request $515,000 from the Town Meeting 

to go ahead with the entire project. At any rate he felt that we must 

return to the Town Meeting to get their feeling what to do with this 

project.

At this time, Mr. Tanenholtz requested that the Committee look into the 
feasibility of a new building which the Committee unanimously opposed.

Approximately 30 citizens attended the Public Hearing on the closing of 
the Parkerville Road Landfill. Mr. Lawrence Kimball, of the Planning 
Board, felt that there was more than the dump at stake, that we were 
losing our image in attracting industry by closing this for Data Gen- 
eral. Mrs. Richard Knorr, or Tara Road said "I think that the con- 
sensus is - spend, spend a little money for the landfill and make more 
money in taxes in the long-run." She felt the Selectmen should find a 
way to regain the goodwill of the industries. Mrs. Carol Bogardus of 
Atwood Road suggested that the whole thing could be handled on a 
Christian basis. She said that she found the Selectmen's attitude a 
little childish, leaving mich to be desired. Attorney Capobianco of 
Data General said "let's forget the law and look at the right and wrong 
of the situation. Data General pays $189,000.00 a year in taxes and 
about 6% of the town's taxes and quite frankly they get very few ser- 
vices. The Selectmen may be legally right, but practically speaking, 
they are dead wrong." He said the company now has scrapped plans to de- 
velop further buildings in this town. I say to the taxpayers, listen 
and listen hard, the company owns 70 acres in Southborough but now will 
buy 75 in Westboro for its headquarters as a result of what happened in 
this town. Assessor Arthur Holmes said the town needs Data General 

and Data General needs the town, asking the Selectmen to use horse- 
sense and compare the cost of litigation and the cost of compensating 
for the use of the landfill. 


The meeting last month between the members of the Advisory Committee, 
Planning Board, Assessors, Town Treasurer and Data General officials to 
establish rapport broughtpositive results according to Mr. Kimball and 
Mr. Johnson. The Board of Selectmen indicated they are considering the 
possibility of credits in the transfer station for landfill for people 
who are barred from the landfill, but no decision has yet been made. 


Later in the evening the Selectmen met with the Advisory Committee in 
regard to the pumping station funding The Water Commissioners were 
also present. The Advisory Committee also discussed their Warrant 
Articles with the Selectmen: $16,000 for street lights, the second 
Article for court costs if we have to sue Mass. Electric for not allowing 
us to turn off our street lights, an Article authorizing the combination 
of the Treasurer-Collectors office and an Article authorizing various 
town departments to apply for Economic Development Assistance Funding.

Chairman McAuliffe read aloud November 14, 1975 letter which was 
sent by the Board of Selectmen to Vito Amorelli d/b/a Central Street 
Market (delivered by the Police Department) notifying Mr. Amorelli 
of the receipt of a complaint that sales of alcoholic beverages toa 
youth under the age of eighteen occurred in his business establishment 
on November 7, 1975 and that in accordance with Chapter 138, Section 23 
of the. General Laws as amended, a Hearing will be held on November 18, 
1975 at 9:30 p.m. 


Chairman McAuliffe asked that anyone who wished to testify, please stand up and 
be swornin. Town Counsel William F. Brewin then swore in those who wished 
to testify. 


Police Officer Richard C. Waller: On November 7, 1975 at approximately 8:05 
observed a James Midgette of Ashland go up to Central Street Market, the above 
walk into the Market, came back out of the Market approximately two minutes 
later with a package under his arm. He went back to his car - Chevrolet Malibu - 
proceeded on his way, turned around on Central Street and went down Route 9 
towards Woodland Road. He was stopped on Woodland Road ona vehicle check. 

In the back seat was found a package - the brown bag which was purchased in the 
Market, Central Street Market. It contained six packs of beer. When asked 
where he bought the beer. - he said Central Street Market. He was asked if he 
was asked foranlI. D. He said, 'No, he was not.' His identification was checked. 
His brother Robert was aged 16 years. It was checked. Neither one of them 

had any false identification on them. The vehicle was checked by Sgt. Colleary 
and myself. He was called as a backup whenI found the incident. At this time, 
James, as I stated, told us that the fellow behind the counter at the Central Street 
Market had sold him the beer and had not asked him foranI. D. At this, James 
was advised that he would receive a citation in the mail under Chapter 138, Section 
34C, Minor With Alcohol ina Motor Vehicle. At this, Sgt. Colleary and myself 
proceeded back to Central Street Market. We talked to Frank J. Amorelli - 

the man here in the doorway - about the incident. After a couple of minutes, 

Mr. Amorelli stated that he believed he did remember the boy who came in and 
that he did, in fact, sell him the six-pack of Millers Beer and that he did not 

ask him foranl. D. as he thought that he had previously asked him three or four 
months ago and James' date of birth was notstated on the Report but James' date 
of birth was that he was not 18 years old. 


Chairman McAuliffe: Mr. Amorelli, would you like to make a statement at this time? 
Frank J. Amorelli: Yes, I would, The kid, is he here? 
Chairman McAuliffe: No. 


Frank J. Amorelli: Well I can answer a few questions because I sold the beer, I 
sold it to this kid, but I don't remember him, but I described the kid to you and 
the Sgt. , I said he is a tall kid with long black hair. Apparantly it was not the 
same kid, because he had long black hair down to his shoulder. I don't think it was 
the same kid. 
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Vito Amorelli: Because the kid was never brought back to the store, right? 


Frank J. Amorelli: No, that's right. ee 
Vito Amorelly:.to identify the person behind the counter and he's not here right 

now. So how can he say who he bought it from? 

Frank J. Amorelli: ..young kids and I'mcalways om I.D..'s. It wouldn't 

make sense fora lowiay couple of bucks. 

Officer Waller: Well, that night in ; question when you were questioned, Mr. 

Amorelli, you stated that you did not ask him for anI1.D. 

Frank J. Amorelli: The kid with the long black hair. According to your Sgt. 

he said we did not stop him for the beer, we stopped him for something else. 

They searched the car and found the beer. You didn't stop him specifically 

for the beer. You didn't know he had the beer in the car until you searched it. 

.90 remember what the Sgt. said. 

Officer Waller: I don't remember what the Sgt. said. I remember what happened. 
Frank J. Amorelli: He was standing right next to you. Anybody came in that 

store the I.D.'s were checked. If you remember what-they looked like, there is 

no reason to check them once or twice. a 


Chairman McAuliffe: Do you have any other information that you care to make? 
Frank J. Amorelli: No. I don't even know who the kid is. 


Vito Amorelli: Hj jw many kids with long dark hair between the ages of 15-25 running 
around the streets. And unless they are brought in to either identify the people 

on both sides, the person behind the counter can say yes he did or no he didn't. 
There is no real way to tell. 


Frank J. Amorelli: Remember, your Sgt. said he stopped them because - I said, 
was he smoking pot or whatever. He said, Yah. That is why you checked him. 
That is the only reason you stopped him. 


Officer Waller: I don't remember anything on that line. 

Frank J. Amorelli: You didn't hear him say that? 

Officer Waller: No, sir, I didn't. 

Chairman McAuliffe: Would you like to make any other statement? 

Frank J. Amorelli: If he was going to be stopped for the beer, why walanit he 


stopped as soon as he came out the door. Wouldn't that have been more of the 
idea of getting him right there at the doorsteps? 
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Officer Waller: He was stopped on Woodland Road because the situation on Route 9 
because of coming over the hill was a bad space he had to stop a motor vehicle 
in that section of the roadway. 


Frank J. Amoretli: So he actually wasn't stopped because he came out of the store 
with beer. 


Officer Waller: I did not say that. 


F'rank J. Amorelli: Well did you say, didn't you tell me you saw me not check his 
I. D.? 


Officer Waller: No, I did not. 
Frank J. Amorelli: Yes, you did. 
Officer Waller: I don't believe I did. 


Frank J. Amorelli: You came in the store, you said whenI looked in here I 
didn't see you check his I. D. I seen you give that Rid a six pack of beer. Remember 
that, now. 


Officer Waller: My. statement is as this report reads, that I observed James 
Midgette walk into Central Market with nothing under his arms and in turn, walk 
out of the Market with something under his arm. 


Frank J. Amorelli: Right. 


Officer Waller: When questioned, he stated that he did buy the beer at Central 
Street Market. He was asked if he had any false identification. He stated, 'No' 
he did not have any false identification. He stated that he bought it from the man 
behind the counter which was a grey-haired fellow. The Sgt. and myself went 
back to the store, Central Street Market, and asked you = you stated that you had 
sold a six pack of Millers Beer to a fellow with black hair and that you did not 
check his identification. 


Frank J. Amorelli: Because this fellow with the long black hair - I checked his 
I.D. Three times before. There was no need to check it the fourth time. Matter 
of fact it has been two months since he was in there. You claimed you saw that 

I did not check his I. D. that night. 

Officer Waller: I did not say that. 

Frank J. Amorelli: That's was what you stated that night. 


Chairman McAuliffe: Any other further testimony? 


F'rank J. Amorelli: I want you allto understand, Iam only here for another two 
weeks, why should I jeopardize this kid's license for a lousy two bucks. Just 
keep that in mind. 
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Selectman Bartolini: Mr. Amorelli, Officer Waller stated in his remarks here 
that he observed this young man going into your store. He then stopped the young 
man on Woodland Road and then he located the beer on the back seat. Upon | 
investigation on the scene he did say that he was served in that store and then he 
called upon Sgt. Colleary and they went back and spoke to you at which time you 
said that a young man with black hair that was served. No where in the report 
did he say he observed you selling the beer to the young man. Consequently, 

you did serve the young man with long black hair. 


Frank J. Amorelli: There were quite a few young men that night. 


Selectman Bartolini: Please dont.. Address yourself to that evening. Do you 
have many young men with long hair at that time? 


Firank J. Amorelli: If the guy has a beard I check their I. D.""s because I can'"'t 
tell how young or old they are. 


Selectman Bartolini: So, what you're saying is you don't think this is the same 
man. 


Frank J. Amorelli: I doubt it. It is possible. Don't misunderstand me. There 
might have been five or six people in there. It is possible that this kid did get 
in there and someone else bought the beer and gave it to him. I don't know. 


Selectman Bartolini: You don't have any recollection of telling Officer Waller 
here that you did serve this young man. 


Frank J. Amorelli: Not that young man. Not the one he was talking about. This 
kid was about 5 foot - skinny. I call him the weasel whenever I see him. He 
has long black hair. I didn't trust him the first two months. I checked his 1.D. 
I had him look at his I. D. first so that he could say I checked him. If he comes 
in again, I'll point him out. I'll grab him and bring him down to you. I think we 
are talking about two different guys. 


Selectman Bartolini: We didn't bring this young man in. 

Vito Amorelli: Shouldn't he have been here tonight? 

Chairman McAuliffe: It isn't mandatory, is it? 

Selectman Bartolini: Under the rules, he should be notified to be here but I made 
an assumption under the habeas corpus. I didn't think it was necessary for the 
young man to be here where you admitted in the report you said you did sell the 


beer. 


Where you are alleging that this is the wrong young man, I think we had better 
continue the Hearing for another week when we can have the young man in. 


Town Counsel: There is no requirement that he be here. Based on the evidence 


before this Board, we arenot getting heresay from Officer Waller, we are getting 
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Officer Waller's observation of something that happened in his own plain view. 

So therefore he had this young man under view from the time he went into the store 
until the time he came out of the store and he was never out of his view until he 
stopped him on Woodland Road and he was under age and under the circumstances, 
Officer Waller's testimony should be sufficient beyond a reasonable doubt. 


Selectman Bartolini: I move the matter of the Hearing of Vito Amorelli, license 


holder of the Central Street Market, be taken under advisement by the Board, 


decision to be made ata later date. 
Chairman McAuliffe: Any further discussion? Hearing none, all in favor say aye. 
Motion was seconded, and unanimously

Chairman McAuliffe read a prepared statement to the group. 


First person to speak was Highway Superintendent John Boland who re- 
quested that the Community Development money be used to reconstruct 
Parkerville Road from Main Street to Route 9. This would not be simply a 
reconstruction, resurfacing of the road, but rather would serve to 
correct a severe drainage problem which currently exists. It would bring 
water service to those homes and serve as a back up for the school which 
currently is served by a 3,600 foot 6 inch main. Mr. Boland also suggested 
that a bicycle path/sidewalk be constructed along the reconstructed road 
so that pedestrian/bicycle traffic could be hooked up to the sidewalk 

— system on Main Street down to the subdivision (General Henry Knox Road) 
and down to Clifford Street as well as, of course, to the school and to 
the land fill site. Finally, Mr. Boland recommended that the former land 
Fill site be given a final cover and landscaped, that the Board of Health 
the Conservation Commission, the School Committee and the Recreation 
Commission could work together perhaps to find some greater passive or 
active recreation use for this area in the future. 
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second, Mrs. Kiser of the Recreation Commission supported Mr. Boland's 
assertion and felt that "Mount Trashmore" as she called it should be 
fixed up. She supported very strongly the idea of fixing up the land 
fill for passive recreation, at least at this time, perhaps in the future 
for some active recreation. 


Third, Mr. Higgiston spoke requesting that the Community Development 
funds be used to expand the existing parking lot of the Library - 
paving perhaps one-third to one-half an acre for another ten to 
fifteen cars. 


Fourth, Grace Ryan of the Bike Path Committee spoke in support of 

Mr. Boland's concept noted above. She reminded those present that the 
Bicycle Path Committee at the last Annual Town Meeting recommended 
that first work be done on Route 85 between Mt. Vickory and Richards 
Roads and that second, that Parkerville Road be worked on next. 
Therefore, she felt that State and local funds have been captured for 
the work on Rt. 85 that Parkerville Road is of the highest priority 
for this committee. 


Fifth, Firefighter Phaneuf read a prepared statement from Fire Chief 
Brock requesting that Community Development Discretionary money be 
used for a fire headquarters building.. 


sixth, Mr. Barber spoke for the Water Commissioners and noted that 
still the primary need for the system is a pumping station and after 
that their priorities would be a replacement line on Oak Hill Road, 
water extensions on Parkerville Road as Mr. Boland had mentioned and 
on Middle Road north of Route 9. 


seventh person to speak was Richard Knorr, Chairman of the Capital 
Budget Planning Committee, who complained that he did not receive a 
mailing and wanted to know which fiscal year this would be for.
